STAB-ROUTE CASES. 
WHY THE COSTLY LAWYERS ARE PLEADING 
SO TEDIOUSLY. 
Special Dispatch to The Cuicago Tribune 

WAsHineTon, D. C., Nov. 4.—A great deal 
more depends vpon the success of the mo- 
tion of the Government counse! in the star- 
route cases to proceed by iniormauagn than 
ig apparent. If the Court decides that such 
a mode of procedure may be adopted, it may 
be possible to bring a great many of the star- 
route people to book upon the statute of lim- 
itation now uvon that offense: If the Court 
decides that the information cannot be used, 
then there is great danger that the attempt 
to punish many of the leaders 
will fail, owing to the statute of 
limitations, which is constantly running 
during ali the delay. Whatever may be said 
of the present grand jury, it has apparently 
shown no great desire to make rapid prog- 
ress with its cases. It is reported by the law- 
yers to be disposed to try the cases presented 
to it, and not to find any new indictments. 

IN THE HOWGATE CASE, 

for instance, notwithstanding complete evi- 
dence of forgery was furnished by the rec- 
ords of the Government and the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, the grand jury 
decide to hear witnesses from a distance.

The grand ‘jury, it will be remembered, 
adjourned over until Oct. 8, three days after 
the statute of limitations began te run on 
many of the cases with which the Govern- 
ment seeks to convict Brady. There was no 
adequate excuse for the adjournment, 
and it has never been § satisfactorily 
explained. It accomplished one very im- 
portant thing, howeyer. It prevented the in- 
dictment of some of the star-route men, and 
if the Government is not allowed to proceed 
against them by information, these persons 
cannot be subjected to any criminal prosecu- 
tion, whatever the nature of the evidence 
that the Government has against them. Every 
week’s delay maxes it more difficult to con- 
viet anybody. The importance of the present 
attempt to obtain a decision that proceedings 
may be taken by information is consequently 
apparent. 

THE ARGUMENTS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WasHineTton, D. C., Noy. 4. -The argu- 
ment on the motion to set aside the criminal 
information in the star-route cases was re- 
sumed this morning. George Bliss addressed 
the court on behalf of the Government. He 
gave the reasons for seeking to file informa- 
tion; as follows: The grand jury had been 
adjourned till the 3d of October, and what we 
regarded as the most important and effective 
overt acts in pursuance of this conspiracy 
had taken place on the Ist of October, 1878. 
lt was open to the claim, therefore, that, un- 
der the three-years statute of limita- 
tions, unless proceedings were com- 
menced in the court before the 
lst of October, 1881. they would 
be barred under that statute. We were 
placed in a condition that if we did not file, 
or seek to file the information, we felt we 
should not have done our duty to the Gov- 
ernment. We, therefore, adopted the pro- 
ceeding by information, subject, of course, 
to motion te set aside. 1 think we may 
claim to be here, without being exposed to 
the denunciations which we heard yesterday 
of having made an attack upon the people— 
of having undertaken to violate their dearest 
rights (Brady having substituted himself in 
place of the people). We haye to desire, un- 
der ordinary circumstances, to proceed out- 
side of the genera! practice in criminal cases, 
WE HAVE NO DESIRE TO AVOID THE GRAND 

JURY, 

and we think that we might just as well 
charge that the other side Is seeking to avoid 
@ petit jury as that they should charge that 
we are seeking to avoid a grand jury. We 
have no desire to do il, except where we can 
show cause why it should be done, I agree 
‘that under ordinary circumstances and with- 
out good cause being shown, the proper and 
expedient way is to proceed before grand 
jury.” 

Col. Bliss cited various acts to show that a 
prosecution had the right to proceed by in- 
formation in criminal cases, and that it had 
been repeatedly recognized by Congress, by 
authorizing criminal proceedings by “ indict- 
ment or information.” 

The right to tile information in some crim- 
inai cases being clear, both under the stat- 
utes of the United States, and under decis- 
ions of the courts, the question remains 
whether the crime charged in this informa- 
tion is one coming within the class in which 
intormations are allowable. The only pos- 
sible limitation to the right to file informa- 
tion is found in the fitth amendment of the 
Constitution already quoted. That amend- 
ment prevents the filing of an information 
“ for a capital or otherwise infamous crime.”

DETAILS OF THE FORGED LETTER.

Wasutyertoy, D. C., Nov. 4.—The Control- 
ler of the Currency received a letter this 
morning giving an account of an interview 
of the Government officers yesterday with 
Baldwin, the defaulting Newark bank 
Cashier, aceerding to which the latter shows 
no penitence for his acts. Indeed, he seems 
to boast of the shrewd way in which he de- 
ceived Shelley, the Bank Examiner, last year. 
and explained his trick in detail. He said 
that when the Examiner wanted to verify 
the ateount in the New York bank he (Bald- 
win) telegraphed to that bank that the Ex- 
aminer wished to know something which it

IMPERTINENT FOR HIM TQ DEMAND, 

and suggested that the Cashier write a letter 
simply stating the amount of the balance in 
the Newark bank then. The Cashier did 
this. Meanwhile, Baldwin had called upon 
him and took the letter to deliver to the Ex- 
aminer. Instead of delivering it, however, 
he forged a substitute, and inserted $2,000,000 
before the $64,000 that was in the let- 
ter, and he signed the name of the 
Assistant Cashier instead of the Cashier, 
for the reason, he said, that the Cashier’s 
signature was too well known and more dan- 
gerous to forge. In this way Baldwin says 
that he escaped detection for twelve months 
more, as the Examiner rested upon this 
forged letter. 


THE COOLING APPARATUS. 
REPORT OF THE ENGINEERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 4.—The Board 
of Engineers appointed to investigate the 
cooling apparatus used at the White House 
during the illness of President Garfield has 
made its report. Aftera detailed examina- 
tion of the different systems, the board comes 
to the following conclusions: During the 
twenty-four hours’ run 8.734 pounds of ice 
were melted, or 436.7 pounds per hour. 
This, at 85 per ton, or one-quarter of a cent 
per pound, would be $1.00 per hour, or this 
was the cost necessary to supply 22,799 cubic 
feet of air at fifty degrees Fahrenheit at the 
register per hour, Had time been offered 
for experiments, or had experience suggested 
a more economical method of cooling the 
President's room, much of the waste of cool- 
ing material might have been avoided.

at the Executive Mansion have proved that 
it is possible to place the dew points or rela- 
tive humidity of definit quantities of air at 
any desired point, and there is no reason 
why this hygrometrie condition may not be 
maintained with as much certainty as the 
amount and temperature of air supplied for 
proper ventilation and warming. This field 
of study presents great opportunities for ef- 
fecting a better condition of the atmosphere 
of our rooms, and our personal comfort and 
health may be improved in proportion to our 
careful observation of the hygrometric con- 
dition of the air in which we liye. Hospitals 
and public buildings ought to be especially 
protected from the evil resuits attending a 
‘vitiated condition of the air, and we can see 
no reason why this atmosphere may not be 
made comfortable and healthful at all sea-

A SOMEWHAT COSTLY PROGRAM. ? 
„ Wasnuineton, D. C., Nov. 4.— The Com- 
missioner of Pensions recommends that 
Congress be asked to appropriate $100,000, - 
000 for disbursement by his office in the 
next fiscal year (ending June 90, 1883), in 
payment of the annual and accrued pen- 
sions, ad also that an immediate deficiency 
appropriation of $20,000,000 be requested 
for she purpose of paying all arrears of pen- 
sions to clalmauts Whose cases have been or 
may be favorably adjudicated the current 
fiscal year. The Commissioner estimates 
that 40,000 claims will be allowed this 
year; and that, with a further in- 
crease in the clerical force of the byregn, 
as many as 60,000 may be disposed of the next 
year. Fully two-thirds of the pending claims 
carry arrears of sions, amounting to near- 
ly $1,500 for each claimant, and the Commis- 
sioner believes that the interests of the country 
will be promoted by paying off the arrears as 
rapidly as possible, even at the cost of bring- 
ing up the total of the pension disbursements 
to $70,000,000 this year and $100,000,000 next, 
in order to reduce the annual charge upon 
the Treasury more speedily thereafter. It is 
estimated that the aggregate annual value of 
United States pensions at the close of the 
current year will be about $33,000,000, and 
that the total pension-roll (excluding the first 
payments, or arrears) will never exceed $40,- 
000,000,

ATLANTA, Ga., Noy. 4.—At Jonesboro to- 
day, twenty miles from Atlanta, Tem Betts, 
colored, w2s hanged for the murder of Judge 
Moore. The hanging took plaee in public, 
and was witnessed by fully 20,000 people. At 
an early heur this morning erowds com- 
menced gathering in the vieinity of Jones- 
boro from all sections thirty er forty miles 
arouud. At noon the throng was immense. 
At 1 o’clock Betts was brought from the jail 
by the Sheriff, under a guard of seventy-five 
countrymen armed with shotguns and 
muskets, and carried to the gallows, 
erected in the open field. After mounting 
the gallows, and whilé 
Betts acknow!edged his guilt in a speech of 
a quarter ofan hour. His neck was broken 
by the fall. Had a further reprieve been 
granted, or any hindrance occurred to stave 
off the execution, the general complexion of 
the feeling among these present Warrants 
the assertion that Betts would have been 
hung by the leading spirits of the audience. 
The occasion was regarded more as one of 
pleasure than pain. 
A BRIEF SKETCH 
giving the details of the killing of Judge 
Moore by Betts, which crime for cold- 
blooded brutality has no equal in Georgia’s 
history, may be of interest to the readers of 
THE ‘lRIBUNE. In August, 1880, there lived 
about two miles from Jonesboro, a small 
village twenty miles from Atlanta on the 
line of the Macon & Western Railroad, an 
old, well-to-do farmer by the nameof H. J. 


1 Moore. He was at one time the magistrate 


of the district in which he resided. 
and for this reason bere the title of 
“Judge” in the section of country about 
Jonesboro, where he was well known 
and generally beloved by all who knew him. 
He was a quiet and peaceable citizen, living 
in comparative ease on his farm with his 
family, consisting of a wife and one or two 
daughters. Uponthe day the murder was 
committed, Judge Moore hitched up his 
team, and, with the assistance of a negro, 
loaded two bales of cotten on his wagon for 
the purpose of taking them to ‘town; where 
they were tobe sold. After selling his cot- 
ton, Judge Moore happened to meet Betts, 
to whom he owed some money for work 
done on the farm. 

In attempting to settle with him a quarrel

Knocked Out of the 
Bridge at Keokuk. 


Several Lives Supposed to Have 
Been Lost During the | 
Collision. 


How the Boat Escaped the Fate of 
the Jennie Gilchrist at Rock

The Passengers Landed on the Bridge, 
and the Broken Boat Moored

Keokuk, Ia., Nov. 4—At about 7 o’clock 
this evening, shrill and continued whistling 
at the Keokuk and Hamilton bridge, fol- 
lowed by the ringing of fire-bells, drew 
hundreds of people to the levee, 
to find that a  steamboat-load of 
passengers had miraculously escaped from 
death. The palatial passenger-packet War 
Eagle, in attempting to pass through the

A Loss OF $150,000 ro THE BRIDGE. 
The statements appended give particulars of 
the disaster. Several lives are supposed to 
have been lost, but names could not be 
learned, 

Eph Gregg, head clerk of the War Eagle, 
made the following statement to a Gate City 
representative: “Capt. Jerry Wood was in 
command, with Hiram Beadle and William 
Tibbles pilots, both being in the pilot- 
house, though it was Beadle’s 
watch. I had just eaten supper, and 
went back into the cabin to talk to 
some ladies with whom Lwas acquainted. 
I heard the whistle blowfor the bridge, 
and heard the bells ring to check her head- 
way. Knowing that it wascustomary to drop 
inside the long pier, I felt no uneasiness 
until 
I HEARD THE ALARM WHISTLE BLOW 

TWICE, 
which meant to back her strong. About 
that time William Holmes, third cierk, came 
through the cabin, which was almost de- 
serted, there being only ten or twelve ladies 
in the cabin at the time, the remainder being 
on the outside looking at the bridge. He 
threw up his hand and passed out 
at the starboard gangway. I paid no 
attention to it, knowing that he was alarmed 
easily when passing through the draw of 
bridges, but in a few moments he returned 
and threw up his hand again.

They did not seem to understand. I led the 
way and they followed with several ladies 
clinging to me. As soon as the boat struck 
the bridge, the span gave way quickly, with 
a fearful crash, and I felt considerably re- 
lieved, knowing well that the chances for sav- 
ing life would now be much better. I looked 
forward and saw that she was leaning on the 
west pier, her stern having cleared the east 
pier, where the break in the bridge occur- 
red, and saw the people 


CLIMBING FROM THE BOAT 
onto the bridge. I took one lady, and the 


rest followed. 1 told them to come, and we 
would all get onto the bridge. 1 ran for- 
ward on the larboard side, down the 
steps, abreast of the smokestacks, and 
assisted in passing the passengers out upon 
the bridges untli the boat swung off, one 
lady refusing to go. Seeing that a greater 
part of the passengers had escaped and 
were safe, the Second Clerk, Alex Robinson, 
and myself determined to stay with the boat. 
In a very short time she swung clear of the 
bridge, and we went down on the lower 
deck to see if she was making water or not. 
SOME ONE HAD BEEN DOWN IN THE HOLD, 
and reported that she was making water, but 
not very fast. I went up-stairs and quieted 
the fears of the few remaining la- 
dies on the boat, and got all 
forward 80 that in case the 
boat went down, we could get them off with- 
outmuch trouble. She then floated with the 
current, and rounded to head down stream 
to a point a few hundred yards 
below the elevator, where, with the aid of 
one wheel and the assistance of parties who 
came in a skiff and took a line ashore, she 
was made fast, 


RESTING ON THE RAILROAD TRACK, 
which is covered with water, the river on 


the outside being about fifteen feet deep. 
The dredge-boat W. D. Smith came down 
and held her stern in until she was securely 
fastened. There being one wheel entirely 
gone, I was afraid if she swung off she 
would topple over. 

“The steamer Penguin, with Capt. Hutch- 
inson aboard, arrived as soon as they could 
get up steam, and, with a flat, took off 
the baggage. I saw Clay Gillespie in a 
skiff, and he assisted in getting the bodies 
to the shore. Dan Leach took the 
line ashore. Capt. Wood remained on the 
roof, and all the officers, so far as known, 
stood bravely at their posts. Thomas Con- 
nors, the first mate, was working manfully 
at the leak, and remained at his post until 
all danger was past. The deck crew got to 
terra firma as soon as they could.” 

CAPT. A. M. HUTCHINSON, 
General Manager of the St. Louis & St. Paul 
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on the boat, which is valued at 
$40,000. The eargo consisted of a little of 
everything. She carried an immense trip, 
and there was a large amount of potatoes 
and grain aboard. The first Capt. Hutchin- 
son knew of the accident was when 
he heard the noise at the 
levee. He jumped up from the 
table and hurried to the river. Finding that 
one span of the bridge was gone and the War 
Eagle was floating helplesly down the river, 
he ran to the Ploughboy with the intention 
of saving the people who might fall in the 
river, but found that she had no steam. 
THE STEAMER PENGUIN 
had twenty pounds of steam up, and Charles 
Hutchinson began at once preparing to send 
her down after the War Eagle. In 
a very short time forty pounds 
of steam were gotten up, and the 
boat started down to the wreck, finding that 
the W. D. Smith had reached the scene and 
was holding in the stern of the disabled boat. 
A flat was brought down and the baggage 
brought to the city. 
THE WAR EAGLE 

is now settled in about seventeen feet of 
water on the larboard side and seven feet on 
the starboard side, with her head down 
stream. One cannot say as yet how badly 
she is damaged. She is badly broken in 
two places, especially ‘where she struck 
the piers. I don’t think she’s badly broken 
aft, though leaking, and one wheel entire- 
ly gone. Think the hull is not badly dam- 
aged, and the cabin is not injured. The 
engines are also in good shape. A 
flat is now alongside, and a portion of 
the cargo will be saved in good order. 
Probably.one-third will be saved in good 
order. Commodore Davidson will be up on 
the Gem City Sunday. Particulars of the 
damage and insurance canndt be given for 


some time. 
CAPT. JERRY WOOD, 


who was in command of the War Eagle, 
said that he was having her backed up to get 
out of the eddy just above the bridge, and 
the current whirled her around against the 
bridge. She came down to the bridgeali right 
but got too far over in the eddy, and astrong 
effort was being made to back her out. The 
boat struck the bridge with terrific force, 
breaking the larboard wheel, and throwing 
one span of the bridge into the 
river. Her hull struck the i pier, 
and cut a hole large enough to 
let the water rush in very rapidly. 1 was on 
the hurricane deck while she was swinging 
around, and the passengers were rushing 
frantically toward the bridge, trying to jump 
off the boat. I did all I ceuld to keep the 
passengers cool, and to hold them on the 
boat, as I knew that, after passing the bridge, 
even if she did sink, she would not go down 
out of sight, and the boat was the safest 
place to be. I understood that 

TWO OF THESE PARTIES 
had jumped into the river, but do not know 
of any one being drowned. We floated with 
the current to a point below the elevaor. 
and there, with the aid of one wheel 
and a line carried to shore men 
in a skiff, made fas ana 
sent the passengers ashore. I 
think a large portion of the cargo will be 
saved. The barley and flour may be dam- 
aged somewhat by water. The boat was not 
loaded to her full capacity. She ought to 
carry 1,000 tens, and we had not much more 
than 700 tons aboard.

jobbing trick which will eventually enable a 
few sharpers to realize on a certain amount of 
waste paper they have collected. Mt has fre- 
quently been demonstrated that speculation 
ean be worked up toa high pitch by excitement 
in stuff absolutely as worthiess as the mori- 
bund securities of the defunct Confederacy. 
Jay Gouid could probably place stock in 
Wall street representing a fantastic scheme 
for a railroad to the moon, and so manipu- 
late it as to give it a quotable value and ulti- 
mately retire from the operation with a 
profit.

The organ begins by giving away the whole 
case thus: 


The Inter-Ocean does not think Judge Folger 
should have been paid his claim, thougb it scurce- 
ly thinks be sbowed himself a dishonest man be- 
cause he tested the matter. 

The star-route organ is candid at this point, 


but at no other. It does not have the cour- 


age to state the case fairly for the benefit of 


its readers, so that they may know what the 
merits of the controversy were, and what 
„the matter was that the too-curious Fol- 
ger desired to “test.” It does not care to 
say that Folger demanded $155,000 extra com- 
pensation for 22 days’ service as local Treas- 
urerat New York, though he was at the 
same time paid a regular salary at the rate 
of $8,000 per annum. Nor does the star- 
route organ dare to quote the United 
States law which makes it “a misdemeanor 
punishabie on conviction by fine or iimpris- 
onment, or both,” for an Assistant Treasur- 
er to charge or receive extra com peusation, 
or pay, or perquisit for any service of any 
character or description whatsoever.” The 
“organ ” purposely refrains from consider- 
ing the on its merits, and wanders off 
into e twaddle about the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission and the services of the editor 
of Tae TRIBUNE in connection therewith. It 
can’t divert the public from the main ques- 
tion in this way, and if not prepared to justi- 
fy and defend Folger’s attempt to filch $185,- 
000 out of the National Treasury it would do 
well to keep its mouth shut. 

Folger tought for his grab from the Treas- 
ury Departinent to the Court of Claims, and 
from the Court of Claims to the Supreme 
Court. He left office July 1, 1870, but did 
not bring suit for double commissions until 
May, 1875. Judgment was pronounced 
against him by that court in 1876. He then 
appealed and this judgment was reaffirmed 
by the Supreme Court in March, 1881— nearly 
eleven years after he left office. If this in- 
dicates merely a legal interest in the ques- 
tion of double commissions, as the star-route 
organ says, the fact of Folger’s professional 
persistence ought to be known. It may be 
thought to his credit by lawyers that he first 
invented an illegal claim for $185,000 double 
commissions, which no officer of the Govern- 
ment had ever made before, and then pressed 
it tor eleven years and was beaten at all 


points.

Tx history of the internal- revenue taxes 
on whisky and tobacco in the last few years 
may be of interest now, in view of the prob- 
able effort to have them largely reduced or 
wholly abolished at the next session of Com 
gress. These taxes were instituted under 
the general law of Congress providing for 
an internal revenue known as the act of July 
1, 1862. The tax on distilled spirits under 
this act was only 20 cents per proof gallon. 
Manufactured tobacco (exclusive of snuff) 
valued at more than 30 cents a pound paid a 
tax of 15 cents a pound, and tobacco of less 
value 10 cents a pound. Smoking tobacco 
with stems in it paid 5 cents, and wholly 
composed of stems 2 cents, while snuff was 
taxed 20 cents, The next act was that of 
March 3, 1865, under which distilled spirits 
paid 60 cents, snuff, cavendish, and 
other chewing tobacco 40 cents, smoking 
tobacco 35 cents, stems 15 cents. The act 
of March 2, 1867, raised the tax on distilled 
spirits from 60 cents to $2 per galion. July 


20, 1868, the tax on spirits was reduced to 50 


cents per proof gallon, the tax on snuff and | sentiment in Canada favoring the independ- 


chewing tobaceo te 32 cents, and that on all 
smoking tobacco to 16 cents. Under the act 
of June 6, 1872, the tax on all manufactured 
tobacco was put at 20 cents, and the tax on 


whisky was raised to 70 cents per gallon. | 


March 3, 1875, the tax on distilled spirits was 
further raised to 90 cents, and that on manu- 
factured tobacco to u cents. The tobacco 
tax was reduced again March 1, 1879, and is 
now 16 cents per pound on all manufactures 
of, tobacco, except cigars, cigarets, ete. The 
variations of price in cents may be seen at a 
glance in the following table: 


The raising of the tax on whisky to $2 per 
Li Ae ge te be at the time to 
be gely in the interest of speculators. 
The increased tax could not be collected. 
The inducement to evade the law was too 
great, and in one year the revenue from 
spirits fell off from $33,000,000 to $18,000,000. 
The 50 cent tax brought up the revenue the 
following year to $45,000,000. The 70 cent 


tax of 1872 imcreased the receipts to $58,000,- 


Under the act remonetizing silver dollars 
the holders of silver bullion were authorized 
to deposit it in the Treasury and take out 
certificates. The same privilege does not ex- 
ist with regard to gold. But it was. ulti- 
mately decided that all persons receiving 
money from the Treasury, whether silver or 
cold, could redeposit it in the Treasury and 
receive therefor silver certificates. This 
transferred an amount of silver dollars in 
the Treasury from the credit of the Govern- 
ment to the credit of the hoiders of the silver 
certificates, practically putting that amount 
of silver dollars into circulation, the Govern- 
ment holding the silver coin as security for 
the redemption of the certificates. 

The result of this policy is, that instead of 
the silver dollars, the property of the United 
States, remaining in the Treasury, which 
fact was always referred to by John Sher- 
man as an evidence that the silver dollars 
were a useless and senseless coin which the 
people would never touch, it now appears 
that of ali the silver dollars coined since 1878 
there are now only 248,000 in the Treasury 
lying idle. The mint has coined over $100,- 
000,000 in silver dollars. Of this sum 806, 
327,670 are represented by outstanding Treas- 
ury certificates which circulate as money; 
248,000 silver dollars, the property of the 
United States, are in the Treasury; and the 
remainder, some 40,000,000 coin dollars, are 
in the hands of the people. 

For a long time the practice has been to 
deposit gold coin in the Treasury and take 
therefor silver certificates, and in tliis way 
all the silver dollars coined by the mint have 
been exhausted. The coinage of silver dol- 
larshas been at the average of 2,000,000 a 
month, and the whole amount coined has 
been put into circulation, either in the form 
of silver coin orin that of certificates, and 
has been added tothe currency of the coun- 


try. 

The Treasury has now been compelled to 
suspend the regulation by which silver certifi- 
cates have been issued in exchange for a de- 
posit of gold coin; the Treasury has no sil- 
ver dollars against which to issue certificates, 
the deposit of gold and silver coin being in 
excess of the amount of silver dollars pro- 
duced by the mint. Hereafter, the issue of 
silver certificates must be limited to the 
amount ot silver dollars deposited with the 
Treasury. 

Last spring Mr. Knox, the Controller of 
the Currency, commented with much force 
upon the “barbarian” practice of paying 
and receiving gold daily by weight, instead 
of permitting it to remain in the Treasury 
and have it transferred to and fro by checks 
or by certificates. Now, when the banks 
wish to draw gold coin from the Sub-Treas- 
ury it has to be weighed outin parcels weigh- 
ing a half ton,a ton, or even as high as 
eight tons, and carted through the streets; 
and on the same day other parcels of the 
same weights are carted through the streets 
back to the Sub-Treasury. The use of the 
term “‘barbarian” in reference to this prac- 
tice is not too strung, particularly when the 
transfers of money through the banks of 
New York City by check exceed $100,000,000 
a day, of which not more than 5 per cent is 
in actual cash. N 

The reasons governing the action of the 
Treasury Department are not always under- 
stood. Why the gold held in the banks and 
in various institutions, as well as by indi- 
viduals, may not be deposited with the Treas- 
ury and certificates issued therefor is not 
understood. We have never met with any 
explanation. It will be seen that the great 
public will readily exchange their coin, both 
gold and silver, for the Government certiti- 
cates, redeemable on demand at any Sub- 
Treasury. There is no question that if per- 
mitted two to three hundred millions of the 
gold coin now in the country and held by 
private persons would promptly find its way 
into the Treasury in exchange for certificates 

f coin, and in that form would be added to 
8 currency of the country. The present 
regulation serves only to force the coin out 
of sight and into private hoarding-places. 

We wish to remind our anti-silver friends, 
especially of the banks, that their sanguine 
predictions that if silver were remonetized 
every dollar of gold would fly the country, 
and would stay out, and that our silver would 
sink to the level of Continental or Confed- 
erate money, have not been realized. 
One hundred millions of silver dollars are 
afloat and performing the functions of money, 
and the Government has at last been fom- 
pelled to suspend the exchange of silver cer- 
tificates for gold coin at the Treasury, for 
no other reason than that the mint fails to 
coin the silver dollars in numbers to equal 
the demand for that purpose. The exchange 
of gold for silver is arrested because of the 
waut of silver dollars to meet the demand!

CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

Sir Alexander Gait, one of the created 
Canadian nobility, in a recent interview 
strongly denied that there was any public 


ence of the States of the Dominion. He 
claimed that loyalty and devotion to the 
British crown were universal among the 
Canadians, and especially among the French, 
but no particular reason was given for this 
unusual love for the British connection 
among a people who are now as essentially 
French in their customs, habits, manners, 
and associations, and in their laws and lit- 
erature, and in their language and religion 
as they were when Canada was a part of the 
French Empire. 

That the French population is extremely 
indifferent as to the general political condi- 
tion of the Dominion is largely due to the 
fact that the French portion of the popula- 
tion of Canada lives within itself—has its 
own local government, its own officers, and 
cares as little what is done in the other 
provinces as if it had no political association 
with them. The language of these people is 
almost exclusively French. A hundred 
years of conquest has made but little prog- 
ress in Anglicizing them, and it is due to the 
policy of allowing them to remain French in 
ali things that they are so indifferent to the 
condition of being part of a British province. 
Almost absolute non-interference with this 
French population on the part of the 
British rulers and the concession to 
them of exclusive control in all mat- 
ters pertaining to their local affairs makes 
the burden of a British Government as light 
to them as if there was not an English- 
speaking inhabitant of Canada. The French 
population of Canada is not American, En- 
alish, British, or Canadian; it is French, 


and is permitted to remain French. This popu- 


lation, however, has lately been disturbed by 
a large exodus. The woods of Maine and 
the manufacturing districts of ali New En- 
gland are filled with French-Canadians, 


r 


crossed into the States and engaged in pro- 
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scriptions of the new and varied life in the 
States; each of them is a propagandist of 
American institutions, and each of them tells 
the tale ot American growth, vigor, prosper- 
ity, freedom, and independence as contrasted 
with Canadian stagnation, weakuess, dull- 
ness, empty and costly parade, dependence, 
and a lifeless and profitiess British connec- 
tion. The ultimate end of such a Govern- 
ment thus weighted down is patent to all. 
The obstinacy of the ruling class in adhering 
to a connection for no other purpose than to 
be dependent on a little island beyond the 
ocean does not commend annexation, es- 
pecially as the best blood of Canada, of 
whatever origin, now finds its way ih the 
very vigor of manhood to this country. 
The Canadas are a mere preparatory school, 
a training ground where Canadian young 
men are educated for active, energetic, and 
intelligent American citizenship. No Ca- 
nadian, unless for some exceptional cause, 
who comes to the United States to better his 
condition ever goes back to Canadian leth- 
argy. or to the ridiculous sentimentality of 
the imperial connection.“ 

It has been said that there are as many 
Irish and descendants of Irish in the United 
States as there are Irish in Lreland, and it 
will not be many years before there will be 
as many Canadians and their descendants in 
this country as there are in Canada, and the 
comparative material prosperity, freedom, 
and independence of the two branches of 
the Canadian family will indicate how

THE NEW YORK TARIFF CONVENTION. 

Extensive preparations are being made for 
the National Tariff Convention for protec- 
tion only,“ which is to be held in New York 
City the last two days of this month. 


copper and nickel, brass and glass works, 
and, we presume, the whole line of protected 
manufacturing interests, will be represented. 
The ostensible purpose of holding this con- 
vention is to suggest and urge “ corrections ”’ 
in the present tariff, which is said to contain 
many “irregularities” and “discrimina- 
tlons.“ As a matter of fact, the convention 
has been called to make a demonstration 
against any reduction of the excessive duties 
ou many imports. It may be that some atten- 
tion will be given to existing anomalies in 


the present tariff scale, but it is pretty cer- | 
tain that hone of the corrections which shall | 


be proposed will be in favor of a reduction 
of any of the high taxes on consumers. For 
instance, it is said that steel in the form of 
blooms pays a higher ad valorem duty than 
the specific duty paid on steel in ingots, 
while stecl in coils is admitted at a 
lower duty than the latter. Here, then, are 
three rates ou steel, according to the particular 
shape in which it is imported, and no doubt 
much unfair discrimination arises from the 
discrepancy. It is safe to assume, however, 
that the system of adjustment which the 
Tariff Convention shall recommend will be 
to impose the highest of all three of the pres- 
ent duties on all steel importations, if indeed 
it shall not actually propose a uniform tax 
ou the people higher than any of the three 
rates now in vogue. 

It will not be surprising if the convention 
shall develop a clash of interests. For in- 
stance, the papermakers may urge an aboil- 
tion of the duties on bleaching-powders and 
wood pulp on the ground that pulp is the 
chief material from which they manufacture. 
At all events, such a claim would be consist- 


ent with the theory of protecting American | 


manufactures, The maltsters will be still 
more unreasonabie in their demands. There 
is now a duty of 20 cents a bushel on malt, 
which is one of the materials used in the 
manufacture of beers. But even under the 
operation of this high duty the importation 
of Canadian malt has been increasing some- 
what for a number of years, and the Ameri- 
can maltsters want the duty raised to 25 cents 
per bushel. It will not be surprising if the 
Tariff Convention indorse this proposition, 
and thereby seek to increase the inconsisten- 
cies of the tariff rather than correct those 
which now exist, 

All conventions and conferences of the 
protected and subsidized classes look merely 
to their own selfish interests, and every plan 
which shall be suggested for curing the de- 
fects of the present tariff in the interest of 
the people will take the direction of assess- 
ing more taxes upon the consumers. If there 
is to be an evening-up of the duties on steel 
and Iron, then it will be proposed to assess 
the highest existing rate ot duty.on any arti- 
cle on all torms of steel and iron rather than 
lower the highest existing tax. If there is to 
be any adjustment between the manufactur- 
ers of pulp and the manufacturers of paper, 
then it will take the shape of increasing the 
amount of’ protection“ for the paper- 
makers instead of striking off the unfair and 
inconsistent advantage given to the grinders 
of basswood logs into pulp. If the conven- 
tion shall approve of the demand that the 
duty on malt shall be increased so as to cut 
Off all importation from Canada, and raise 
the price of American malt, then the brewers 
will be told that they can get even by charg- 
in higher prices for the beer. In all cases 
of adjustment and reform the au- 
spices of those who enjoy the ts of the 
tariff, it will invariably be found that

But open the Panama Canal 
and you might as well anchor Gibraltar of the 
Golden Gate, because then she could put her 
beavy iron-clads around our Pacitic port and 
maintain them there, certainly until we could 
build a navv which would cope with them: The 
whole western coast of our continent would be 
open to the ravages ot her navy until we hada 
navy on that coast that could meet bers. 


To begin with, a war with England is 
among the most improbable of events. The 
English haye ceased to be a warlike people. 


_ Aside from a little fighting forced upon her 


by some Afghan tribe or a stubborn colony 
in Africa, England will, go to great lengths 
to avoid a conflict. Certainly that people 
will never come across the seas to fight the 
American peop!e either to acquire new juris- 
diction on this continent nor to save the little 
remnant of authority which Canada has left 
to the mother country. The prospect ofa war 
with England on any pretext is so remote 
that it would be folly for the American Gov- 
ernment to be influenced in any matter of pol- 
icy by such a contingency. In the next place, 
the point which Gen. Butler makes about 
coal for English war steamers seems to be 
geographically incorrect, It is further from 


| Panama to San Franeiseo than from San 


Francisco to the Sandwich Islands, and there 
is no coal at Panama anyway. If 
the British Government should ever 
seek to blockade or bombard San Francisco, 
the fleet for that purpose would probably be 
assigned from the Chinese waters, and rein- 
forcements dispatched by that route. More 
over, if England, or France, or a combina- 
tion of European Powers, shall deny the 
American claim of virtually controlling any 
canal built across the isthmus it is only by 
force thatsuch a claim can be asserted in 
time of peril. The enforcement of the Mon- 
roe doctrine in any phase must rest upon a 
test of martial strength, except when it shall 
be voluntarily recognized by European Pow- 
ers. The French occupation of Mexico dur- 
ing our Civil War was an aggressive intrac- 
tion of that doctrine which circumstances 
induced the American Government to toler- 
ate. But that adventure turned out so dis- 
astrously, even without American interfer- 
ence, that there will searcely be any tempta- 
tion to France or other European Powers to 
repeat the experiment in any shape when the 
American Government intimates a purpose 
to resist it forcibly, 


THERE is quite a tendency towards a stam- 
pede of reputable Democrats out of the Bour- 
bon into the Republican party.

Dorsey Has Had His Day in Arkansas, 
and Clayton Is Coming Forward 
Again.

Consequences Attaching to the Elec« 
tion in Virginia. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 
RicnmonpD, Va., Nov. 2.—In afew days a 
struggle which has been hotly waged in Vir- 
ginia for four years will end. It may be 
questioned whether any election held in this 
State since the War has been fraught with 


more import than this, and certainly there 


has been none more veliemently contested. 
Father has been arrayed against son, and 
brother against brother, and family ties have 
been sundered, while the bitterness between 
Readjuster and Debtpayer is far greater 
than that which existed between themselves 
when united and their common enemy the 
Republican in Reconstruction days.

FRANCE. 
MAKING OVER THE SENATE. 
Special Cable. 

Paris, Nov. 4.—In an elaborate leading ar- 
ticle, La Republique Francaise discusses 
the difficult and exciting question of the so- 
called revision, or, more properly speaking, 
the electoral reform ot the Senate. The 
changes advocated by M. Gambetta’s organ 
are not, after all, very radical or sweeping, 
and, though they might give a different volit- 
ical color to the French Upper House, they 
would not greatly affect its authority. The 
followmg reforms are proposed: The prerog- 
ative of the Senate in financial mat- 
ters should be limited, the seventy- 
five life-Senators should in future 
be elected by both Chambers, and 
the number of constituents who elect the 
other 225 should be largely included in towns 
which, it is contended, are not fully repre- 
sented at present. After all the threats and 
agitation of the electoral campaign, the rel- 
ative moderation of this program is some- 
thing of a surprise. 

A SPLIT IN THE EXTREME LED 
of the most radical group in the Chamber 
seeins to be imminent.

THE BRITISH. 
MURDER TRIAL COMMENCED. 

MAIDsTonkE, Nov. 4.—The trial of Arthur 
Lefroy, for the murder of F. J. Gold on the 
Brighton Railway express train in June, has 
commenced, The railways ran special trains. 
Many more spectators tried to get into the 
courtroom than could be accommodated. 
Lefroy pleaded not guilty and the trial was 
formally opened, the impaneling of a jury 
roduirm but little time. Counsel for prose- 
cution opened by saying that the evidence 
showed that Lefroy traveled in the same 
compartment with Gold; that he carried 
deadly weapons; that he mysteriously disap- 
peared after Gold’s death; and that some of 
the latter’s property was found in his posses- 
sion. He thought these facts made a very 
strong case against the prisoner. If the de- 
fense could explain them he should be glad 
to have them do so: but he did not see how 
it was possible. Itis expected the trial will 
last several days. 

REPAIRING THE CABLES. 

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The cable steamer Fara- 
day is now at Gravesend. The officials of 
the American Telegraph & Cable Conipany 
say she will sail again during next week. 
She will endeavor to repair the first cable, 
and then proceed to Nova Scotia to com- 
mence laying the shore end and intermediate 
section of the second cable. The interrup- 
tion in the first cable is, roughly speaking, 
over 1,000 miles from the British shore, and 
its cause is not known. About 1,700 miles of 
the second cable have been laid.

Of this timé the Lake Shore and 
New York Central gain about three hours, 
and the Wabash will therefore have to in- 
crease its speed between St. Louis and To- 
ledo, two hours and twenty minutes, which 
it can easily accomplish. 

Now it looks very queer that the New York

The 
island was about twenty-five acres in extent 
and apparently barren and deserted, but 
the shipwrecked crew of the Walkuren were 


surprised at finding seven Americans there, 


who welcomed them with great hospitality. 


The Americans were digging guano, and 


were awaiting the returu of the ship which 
had left them several months before. Iu the 
interval they had dug 600 tons of guano, 
ready for shipment, but their stock of pro- 
visions had run low, the supply-ship being 
several weeks overdue. There were nine 
seamen in the crew of the Walkuren, and 
seven men on the island, and after enduring 
the hardships of shipwreck the seamen were 
menaced with death by starvation. In 
his narrative to a New York reporter Capt. 
Peterson says that the crew remained on the 
island sixteen days. On Oct. 15 the Cap- 
tain rigged his two boats with canvas half- 
decks and with and, taking a small 
stock of provisions, sailed away from the 
island in searebh of the main land. Four of 
his crew refused to embark with him be- 
cause they thought he would surely be 
wrecked.

It is a fucsimile of the new viaduct at the 
foot of Randolph street in style of construction, 
the iron running at angles. but it is far 
stronger and better built. It is so strongly built 
that it will stand a distributed weight of 
500 tons, and a solid weigbt of thirty tons at 
avy one spot.

SINKS OF INIQUITY. 


A Region in the Heart of Chicago that 
Revels in Sin- Where Thugs and 
Thieves and Low Women Hold Night- 
ly Revel- Where Girls are Ruined, 
Poisoned, and Sent to Early Graves, 
with the World No Wiser—What the 
Police are Doing. a 
Under the above headings the Mayor’s 

junior organ describes one of the purlieus 

of this city which votes the Democratic tick- 
et solid, and rolled up an enormous majority 
for the Mayor’s reélection. 

Bridgeport for some time past has been 
enjoyiig the reputation of being the toughest 
locality in Chicago, and boasted of more 
thugs and thieves than any other part of the 
city. The West Side police, however, now 
claim that they have the “thug bonanza,” 
which they locate on Randoiph and Lake 
streets, in the region between Clin- 
ton and Halsted streets. Scarcely a 
night passes but that, in the small 
hours, when nothing is heard but the jingle 
of car-bells or the footsteps of some solitary 
pedestrian, the officer on beat along one of 
those streets hears yells for assistance, to 
which he responds as fast as his constabu- 
lary legs will carry him. - Ere he reaches the 
place from which the cries emanated, shrieks 
tor aid reach him from another spot in the 
opposit direction, and from debating as to 
which victim is in most urgent need for 
help he loses ground, and the thugs get 
through their work and are far away when 
the limb of the law reaches their prostrate 
victim. Occasionally the police happen to 
fall on the thieves just as they are so busily 
engaged in searching an unfvurtunate as not 
to. see the 1 — blue- coat. A 
case like this happened a few nights 
ago. Two officers were parading Ran- 
doltph street, near Halsted, when cries 
for help came from Lake street, and they re- 
sponded immediately. On arriving there 
nothing was seen, but on their way back 
they ran upon two notorious thugs who had 
thrown an old woman 75 years of age to the 
ground. Taken by surprise, the villains 
were unable to move, and with the “come- 
alongs ’”’ were persuaded to spend the night 
at the West Madison Street Police Station. 
They were fined $20 each next morning. 

The locality owes its population of thugs 
to the cheap, low saloons with which it is in- 
tested. ‘These resorts of the above frater- 
nity usually bear becoming names. Red 
liarry’s” and the “Mad House” stand out 
as shining examples. Selling poisonous 
whisky at five cents a glass, offering con- 
venient hiding and sleeping places under 
the counters and around the premises, 
these saloons form the most tempting and 
principal resorts of thieves of the 
worst description. The above-mentioned 
places are on dolph street, where many a 
solitary individual is 2 upon, and in 
many cases the event is not heard of, the ag- 
xrieved party desiring to avoid publicity. fe 
these saloons are vile their upper stories 
rank over them in villainy of a worse de- 
scription, and, being run conjointly with the 
saloons, the two form an amalgamation to 
help one another and also to defeat the ef- 
forts of the police. Infested with fallen 
women and female thieves, they are useful 
to the male thugs in hiding their spoil, and 
also in hiding the latter gentieman himself, 
when hard pressed. Sounds of drunken 
revelry, brawis, and fights make hideous the 
entire night, and those cyprians who are not 
engaged in bacchanalian orgies sit on the 
window-sills in indecent wardrobe, and en- 
deavor to lure passers-by into their dens. 
lnattention to their solicitation is an- 
swered by them with volleys’ of 
abuse and an occasional inissile- 
which, if well directed, lays the recipient of 
it on the sidewalk, where he is jumped upon 
and robbed by the ever-watchfui thief. The 
upper stories are also supplied with secret 
doors which connect one house with the 
other, and which, in cases of emergency, 

rm a very easy — for the inmates. 

ing houses of assignation, they are often 
patronized by @ higher class of misguided 
girls, who, belonging in some cases to re- 

spectable families, find the secret door a 

successful means of eluding inquiring pa- 
rents and friends. One case is cited by the 
olice in which a Scotch, an English, and an 
rish woman called together one night, at 

one of these notorious dens, each in quest 
of a delinquent daughter, whom they 
suspected of being in the house. The de- 
mands of anxious mothers were met with 
rounds of virtuous indignation by the land- 
lady, who invited them to search the prem- 
ises if they liked. At the same time the 
alarm was given to the girls, who escaped 
through the secret door into the next house, 
and trom thence inte the street. 

The inmates of these houses are princi- 
pally young girls, all of whom, when ranged 
before the police court, after a successful 
raid by the officers, present the appearance 
of besotted drunkards. Living immediately 
above casks of the vile poison, which they 
obtain for five cents a glass, they find the 
tein ptation too strong, and are almost always 
intoxicated. About a month ago a young 
girl named Taylor, 18 years of age, residing 
in one of these houses, was found dead in 
her bed, and inquiries revealed the fact that 
she had been on a spree of a month’s dura- 
tion, the liquor beimg supplied to her for 
nothing when her funds gave out. 


JUDGE E. ST. JULIEN cox. 


Some Serious Charges Preferred Against 
Him in the Minnesota Legislature= 
His Impeachment Trial Will Begin

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AUNT SERENA. 

The author of that charming little story, 
“One Summer,” Blanche Willis Howards 
relying ou the wisdom of those who advised 
her to write a novel. accepted their advice, 
and has produced a work of fiction, to which 
she has given the title, Aunt Serena.” A 
very pleasant volume is the result of her lit- 
erary labor—a clear, sweet, wholesome story 
of the lives of peovle whom we meet at every 
crook or turn in lite. not of ideal beings 
created to fulfill the requirements of a plot. 
With rare skill Miss Howard has made a 
simple theme exceedingly interesting, and, 
without attempting any sensational effects, 
holds the reader’s attention to the end. So 
auspicious a beginning promises exceedingly 
well forthe future. The descriptive pass- 
ages are at times too extended and the dialog 
not equally spirited, but the popular verdict 
on the book is likely to give it high rank as 
an American novel. 

The hproine is a young American girl. 
Rosamond Wellesley, endowed with beauty, 
health, good sense, good humor, and a quick 
temper, She is an orphan, and has lived 
since childhood with an aunt, Serena Len- 
nox. The greatest drawback to Rosamond’s 
happiness is another aunt, Harriet Weather- 
stone, an unsympathetic individual and a de- 
scendant of the Boston BeaconswWolds from 
whom she has inherited the world-renowned 
Beaconswoid nose. Rosamond was accus- 
tomed to take daily rides over the country on 
her horse Aloha, and to make daily visits to 
this Aunt Harriet and to receive lectures on 
her improprieties of manner and defects of 
education. Of ny she is summoned to 


the presence the descendant of the Bea- 
conswolds to be informed that the latter lias 
determined on her marriage with one Har- 
old, and that she inust agree to the marriage 
or never enter her house again:

THOMAS CORWIN. 

Mr. A. P. Russell. well known to the read- 
ing public through his“ Library Notes,” has 
just completed a sketch of Thomas Corwin, 
the orator and statesman of Ohio. Mr. Rus- 
sell is well advised in designating his little 
volume as “asketch.” It aimsto give no 
biographical details, and is not consecutive 
in method or arrangement. The pfincipal 
dates in Corwin’s life @re prefixed in a fly- 
leaf, but there is otherwise no mention of the 
commonest facts of his life. The author 
has not attempted to pass the events of Mr. 
Corwin’s busy public life in review, or to de- 
scribe, much less to juatify, his political ca- 
reer. He has simply pul down in affection- 
ate remembrance the ‘recollections of a 
friend; and has looked zt the private more 
than the public, and the humorous more than 
the serious, side of Mr. Corwin’s life. 

The sketch carries its own justification with 
it. The future biographer may find it of 
considerable service, and the present reader, 
especially if he be already acquainted with 
the genius of Corwin, will enjoy the memora- 
bilia which Mr. Russell Bas collected. 

It is probable that no favorit son“ ever 
possessed the affections ot the people of his 
own State more completely that Mr. Corwin 
did those of the people of Ohio; and even 
ontside the limits of big own constituency 
he was widely honored and beloved. IIis 
quaint and humorous sayings were quoted at 
tne fireside, on the stamp, and in the press 
allover the United States; and his marvel- 
ous powers of sarcasm, invective, and logical 
statement were appreciated by the more 
theugh.ful of his admirers. His humor 
was, on the whole, a detriment to his reputa- 
tion. Those who came to be amused and not 
io ve Instructed by his speeches soon grew 
impatient if he did not give them witticisms 
to pay for their trouble, ana the serious 
meaning of his argument was often lost sight 
of in the admiration for his brilliant bon- 
mots. Mr. Corwin himself, in his later lite, 
perceived the injury his humorous faculty 
had done him, and warned the young men of 
his acquaintunce to beware of amusing the 

ple. tie was naturally not only a humor- 
st, but a logician; yet li paid the penalty 
for possessing the giftsof the lormer in com- 
mon with those of the latter.

Great minds with great passions are full of con- 


trurieties and paradoxes. The extremes mect 
in Character as in hte.

Mr. Corwin was oftea beard to deciare his life 
a failure because he bad not been, with the pub- 
lic, more successful in serious veins. A friend 
reiates that be was riding with him in the 
summer of 1860, when Corwin remarked of 
a speech made the evening before: “It 
waa very good, indeed, but in Dad style. Never 
make the people laugh. Isee that you culti- 
vate that. it is easy and captivating, but death 
in the long run to tae speaker.’ “ Why, Mr. 
Corwin, you are the last mau living | expected 
such an opinion from.” “Certainly; because 
you have not lived so long asl buve. Do you 
know, my young frend, that the world has ua 
contempt for the mun that entertains it? One 
must be solemo—solemn as an ass— ue ver say 
anything that is not uttered with the greatest 
gravity to win respect. The world looks up to 
the teacher and down at the ciown; yet, in nine 
cases out of ten, the clown is the better fellow 
Of the tw.” 

The author believes that Mr. Corwin had 
much the same temperament and order of 
genius as Sidney Sich. 

Perbaps no two brilliant minds ever were more 
alike,in some striking respects, thao Corwin's 
and Sydney Smiths. They resembied in those 
respects as far as it was possible for a univers- 
ity-bred English clerzymen to resemble a free- 
born genius of an American frontier, educated 
by the trials and responsibilities of life, and com- 
pelled to get bis living by josting the 
world and thinking for it constantly. The 
play of their minds was much the same. The 
genius of each wae best displayed in conver- 
suuon. What bas been said of one side of Smith 
may with the same truthfulness be said of the 
same side of Corwin. Many of the current éuy- 
ingsof Smith naturally create the impression 
that his wit was exhibited in short and pointed 
repurtee. It consisted, as Corwin's did, in great 
purt, in a species of burlesque representation of 
any circumstance that occurred, the rapid in- 
vention of bis numorous imagination presenting 
it in all muuner of ridiculous lights. There are 
few subjects, it bas been well said, whicb will 
not lend themselves to this mirth-moving e- 
ess, few whicb are not capable of being shown 
with a little distortion under ludicrows aspects. 
Those who are adepts in this description of fun 
are therefore more unitormly entertaining than 
men who deai in the terser retorts for which the 
course of conversation seidom affords any 
scope. Of the latter kind of wit there is not 
much that wili bear to be repeated; but the 
whole of the former expires with tne’ burst of 
laughter it originally provokes. 


The difficulty of reproducing Corwin’s 
humor or accounting for his effects is fully 
exhibited in the present volume. The quali- 
ty of Corwin’s fun was elusive. Much of 
it depended upon facial expression and the 
orator’s inimitable action. Moreover it was 
so woven in and made part of the serious ar- 
, his speeches that it cannot be re- 
produced from the coutext without injury. 

Mr. Russell's book will serve a good pur- 
pose in reviving pleasant memories of the 
great Ohio lawyer, orator, and politician, 
though it will probably add little to the gen- 
eral stock of information concerning him.

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THEOLOGICAL WORKS. 

It is getting to be customary, in giving ti- 
tle to a volume of sermons, to name it after 
the first discourse. Thisis well if the first 
sermon is somewhat characteristic of the 
whole book., as in the volume before us: The 
Castle of the Soul; and Other Sermons,’ 
by Dr. Phillips Brooks. The whole of these 
sermons are enlightening as well as quick- 
entng to the thoughtful reader. Many a 
volume of sermons might better have been 
left unpublished. Not so of these discourses 
of Dr. Brooks. ‘They are bright and stirring, 


some of them peculiarly so; that, for exam- 
ple, un The Heroism of Foreign Missions“ 
—the tenth of the series. The author re- 
gards the elements of heroism as being 
ideality, magnanimity, and bravery. Hav- 
ing considered these elements, he proceeds 
to apply them, beginning with the following 
pu Wage: 

And now we may turn to that which has been 
our purpose in all we haye been saying. What 
we have hud ip our wind is the great work of 
Foreign Missions: and we have been led to speak 
of beroism in its threefold quality of ideality, 
and maguanimity, and bravery. Now no cause 
ever really takes possessiou of the world unless 
it puts on the bernie aspect—uniess it shows 
itself capable of inspiring heroism. Coristianit 
is subject to this law. like every other cause. It 
too must show itself heroic, or it fails to seize 
and bold mankind; and it is in the desire for 
universal extension, the desire to make its Mas- 
ter known to all men, the desire for Foreign 
Missions, that Christianity asserts her heroism. 

This sentiment he goes on to develop with 
special beauty and power. We might pro- 
duce many like illustrations, but we com- 
mend the whole volume to all thoughtful 
and earnest readers. There are twenty-one 
discourses.

Volume X. of the “Cyclopedia of Biblical, 
Theological, and Ecclesiastical Literature“ 
is the last volume, in course, of the elaborate 
and valuable cyclopedi# by Dr. James Strong 
and Dr. John McClintock. There is, how- 
ever, a supplementary volume in prepara- 
tion, which will contain information not in 
existence or accessible when the body of the 
work was written. This is the best work of 
the kind that has been publisbed in the En- 
giish language. The present volume con- 
talus upwards of 1,100 octavo pages. The 
preceding volumes were of about the same 
size. There are of course some inaccuracles 
in this extended work, and we find iu it 
many notices of clergymen who were very 
little known even in their own denomina- 
tions. The weightier articles are generally 
thorough and satisfactory. With this cyclo- 

dia in hand, a clergyman or an intelligent 
ayman will possess the means of almost all 
kinds of general religious knowlechre, as 
well as a storehouse of particular facts in 
the same line. These ten volumes are worth 
more than manva minister's entire library, 
the Bible excepted.

Prof, Philip Schaff, D. D., of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, New York, is ascholar of 
indefativable industry.

Some years 
ago he entered upon the preparation of his 
Illustrated Popular Commentary,” while 
he was yet engaged in edifing his translation 
of Lange’s great commentary on the books 
of the Bible.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Nov. 1.—The Chi- 
cago excursionists left Atlanta Sunday night 
at 12 o’clock, and reached this city—ever to 
be memorable in the history of the country— 
early yesterday morning. Having had a week 
of the most intense enjoyment, the readers of 
Tux Tumuxz would doubtless like a brief 
notice of the more prominent incidents of 


the trip. 

We left Chicago Tuesday morning, Oct. 25, 
under the able generalship of the Hon. 
George 8. Bowen, whose ability to look out 
for the comfort of his friends is well known 
to many of our citizens. As far as Cincin- 
nati we were accompanied by John Egan, 
Esq., the Manager of the Kankakee Line, to 
whom our party is largely indebted, not only 
for our excellent accommodations over his 
road, but for our cordial reception by the 
other roads between Chicago and Atlan- 
ta. And rignt here it may as well 
be said that all the three lines 
between Chicago and Atlanta are in the best 
possible shape, and the trains make excellent 
time. The 800 miles are made in twenty- 
eight hours. The Cincinnati Southern, about 
which we had somehow formed not a very 
good opinion, is really one of the very best 
roads in the country. The whole distance 
of 335 miles is all ballasted with pounded 
rock; the bridges are splendid, and mostly 
of iron: and the scenery through Kentucky 
and Tennessee is varied, and at this season 
of the year it is gorgeous with every con- 
ceivable tint in the shadings of the rainbow. 

THE EXPOSITION. 

During the afternoon of Wednesday we 
took a cursory view of the Exposition, and 
the results of our observations for the re- 
inaining days of the week may as well be 
given here. This is, and was intended 
to be, a Cotton Exposition: but it 
has grown vastly since it was organized, and 
has become an exhibit not only of the prod- 
ucts of the Southern States, but of Kansas 
and some others, and aiso of various kinds of 
utensils and machinery for the manufacture 
of staples in use all over the country.

They 
were collecting the offal and refuse from 
houses and stores; sweeping yesterday’s dirt 
from the streets into piles, which other 
women shoveled into hand-carts, cleaning 
the tracks of the tram-cars from obstruc- 
tions; harnessed into bakers’ and milk-carts, 
and distributing their supplies to their cus- 
tomers; scrubbing the floors of shops: mov- 
ing in all directions to prepare for the busi- 
ness of the day, that the men might not only 
find their breakfasts ready on rising, but 
the streets and shops in tidiness and order. 

Wandering among the architectural won- 
ders of Vienna, where everything old and 
ugly is being displaced by modern and beau- 
tiful structures, we halted beside a magnifi- 
cent building in process of construction, to 
study its design. Immediately we came 
upon women mixing mortar, and far above 
us, at a dizzy hight, saw other women climb- 
ing ladders, bearing on their heads and 
shoulders hods of brick, stone, and mortar 
for the use of masons. 

We spent a day in the picture gallery at 
Dresden. I stepped out on the street and 
found myself launched in a stream of women 
all bending under the loads of the baskets 
strapped to their backs, each of which is 
made to carry sixty pounds. Some were 
young, but many were past middle age, 
and some were white-haired and tottering 
under their load, their sad eyes. looking into 
mine wearily and — 

In some of the towns of — there 
are brigades of women water- carriers at- 
tached to the fire departments. They buy 
their own equipment of fire costume and tin 
water-pail, and at stated times are drawn up 
in line before the District Inspector to go 
through a drill and sham fire to test their 
efticiency. In short, there is no sort of 
menial work that is not done by German 
women as well. I have seen them sawing 
and splitting wood on the streets, and 
then carrying it on their backs up several 
stories into houses. I have seen them mold- 
ing brick; unloading freight-cars, at depots; 
building the road-beds of railroads; getting 
stone out of quarries; yoked with dogs, 
cows. and oxen pulling heavy loads along 
the “highwagn; making and mending the 
roads; repairing the embankments of canals; 
dredg rivers and small streams for the 
sake of fertilizing mud; doing any drudgery 
that men are g to be rid of. 

The German universities to which we send 
our sons, each of which numbers its students 
by thousands and its eminent Professors by 
bundreds, are not for German women. Hard- 
ly is a “higher education for women” 
thought of in Germany. The German wom- 
an is completely subordinate to the German 
man, who treats her as his inteflectual infe- 
rior, and evidently so regards her. Heis 
willing she should share the beer garden 
with him, and the theatre, but ot the uni- 
versity nor the field of literature. 

Everywhere in Continental Euro 
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1. 
doing the same work, working side by side with 
the women, receive twice as much. Hard as is 
this farm-work, women prefer it to house service, 
when they have the strength for it—as a great 
majority of house servants work for board and 
clothing, and very meagre board and clothing at 


When we went to we German cities we saw

Hew to Lessen Crime in the City of 
Chicago. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune. 
CMA. Nov. 3.—It has become an alarming 
and pressing question how to fortity the good 
against the bad—nbonest, law-ubiding citizens 
aguinst the eriminal class. The old-time remedy 
of jall and bridewell have been tried effectually. 
Yet the class whieh lives and thrives upon plun- 


der and robbery is rapidly increasing. How does 
this desperate element spread so rapidly? It is 
an easy matter to demonstrate how. Oue inci- 
dent, one of hundreds similar, will illustrate and 
prove the prolific source. A ciergyman from tue 
interior of this State visited one of our public 
institutions for children on Sunday last and in- 
quired for nis son, who had been absent trom 
his nome four months. He was requested to go 
into the chapel, where the Sunday-scbool was in 
session, to look among the boys for his son. 

His eye fell upon nis child immediately. He 
approached him, laid bis band teaderiy upon the 
wayward boy, and asked him to go down into 
the parior with him. 

When be fouud himself alone with his boy the 
anguish of bis beart was relieved by tears. The 
strong man sobbed and wept like the weakest 
woman. The infatuated boy seemed umoved, 
— by surprise, and evinced no desire to

Even four months of street- 
nd had not disenchanted the weak child of the 
visions of gay biiss which fancy had conjured 
3 did not wish to return to the cultured, 
jan home which fond parents longed to re- 
store 2 him, but be accompanied his father 
unwillingly.

THE FORSYTHE TRACT. 


The Iuside of the Tremairne Sulit. 

A reporter of Tun TRIBUNS yesterday in- 
quired of Mr. A. B. Mason, attorney for the Chi- 
cago Belt-Line Raiiroad Company, what he knew 
of the litigation now pending in the United 
States Circuit Court at Indianapolis in regard to 
the Forsythe property at Sheffield, Ina. Mr. 
Mason said that in the summer of 1880 one C. E. 
Tremairne, representing himself to be an Eu- 
glish capitalist, and acting for himself and 
others, obtained from Jacob Forsythe, of Shef- 
field, a power of attorney to set! in London 4,000 
acres of land in Lake County, Indiana. Tre- 
mairne represented that he and his associates 
could readily dispose of the land at a big 
price, and the figures agreed upon 
were $1,120,000. Having obtained the 
power of attorney, Tremairne started for 
Europe. Forsythe became distrustful, and sent 
to England a letter revoking the power of attor- 
ney, which by the terms of the contract was re- 
vocable. It had been provided that the sale 
must be made in accordance with a letter of in- 
structions of even date with the other instru- 
ment, but this letter was never given, Not- 
withstanding this, Tremairne and his associates 
claimed that two days before the letter of revo- 
cation arrived the way bed disposed of the land for 
tne price named. contract called for the 
deposit of $250,000 by July 1, 1880, to bind the 
sale, but this mo was never tendered. More- 
over, as Fursythe did not own the land, which 
was the property of his wife Caroline, the power 
of attorney was worth nothing. 

Along came the Beit Line and bought the land 
for 81.000, 000, taking a deed from Mrs. Forsy the 
Then Tremairne and dis associates began sult in 
Lake County, Indiana, agaiast Forsy to com- 
pei the specilte performance of this alleged con- 

ract. They filed the power of attorney and 
ther documents as exihits in the case, but 
afterwards

Mr. Mason 
believed that $5,000, or perhaps $2,000 
have settled the matter, but cared so 
the claim that they would noi pay anythi 
course, if the plaintiffs in this case shoul ‘suc- 
ceed, whieh they scarcely can uncer the 
circumstances, they would have to pay the Beit 
Line a bonus of $120,000 on their purchase. But 
as Forsythe never owned the property it woula 
be curious if a court could compel bim to trans- 
ter land to which he bad no title. It is expected 
that Judge Gresham will deliver bis decision — 
the demurrer on Monday, and the Beit Line 
ple feel confident that the Englishmen wi be 
thrown out of court.

and 87%c for December. Hogs were quiet and 
unchanged, closing easy at $5.50@5.90 for light 
and at $5.50@6.80 for heavy. Cattle were active 
and steady, with sales at $2.00@7.15. 

Little that is new was noted in dry-goods cir- 
cles. The duliness characterizing the trade for 
some time past continues. nor is there likely to 
be much activity until there is an improvement 
in the country roads. In the meantime prices 
are well supported all around, and for cotton 
goods are apparently as firm as at any time. 
The boot and shoe trade continues fairly active 
for the time of year, and in rubber goods also 
there is a well sustained movement. Groceries 
were reported rather dull, and the general mar- 
ket was not particularly tirm, though no quota- 
bie changes took pace. Dried fruits were as 
dull as before, with the exception of quarter ap- 
pies, fur whice there was a better inquiry. Cit- 
ron, loose Muscatel raisins, and currents were 
guoted offatriiie. Prices of fish were firm. 
Dairy products remain quiet and easy. The ex- 
ports of butter from Jaa. 1 to Oct. Jl bave been 
16,986,834 lbs, against 25,833,166 for the same 
period last year, and 32,460,206 for 1879. Of cheese 
the exports show an increase over 1880 of 7,564,- 
057 ibs. Oils were quoted quiet, with prices 
about steady. Coal and pig-iron were un- 
changed. 

The hay market was fairly active, trade being 
priocipaliv contined to local buyers. Shippers 
still complain of high freights, and decline to 
take hold. In green fruits there were no rew 
fedtures, the supply of all kinds being equai to 
the wants of the trade.
